This ascension is not to 
be made to demonstrate the existence of a per- 
manent eastern current, for meteorologists 
have established the fact that when the winds 
are to the Eastithere Is an easterly current, when 
they are not to the East there is no easterly 
current. In order to find this current the bal- 
loon must wait until the conditions are so 
changed that it exists. 

The amountof sunshine has practically noth- 
ing to do with the conditions of the weather, 
which are favorable or unfavorable to the 
ascent. A showermight be falling at the time, 
but that would not delay the ascension. The 
wind to the East is the factor now missing, 
and glorious as the weather is to-day, tnat fac- 
tor prevents the ascension. 

The following card from Prof. Hazen gives a 
careful review of the situation:

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There is no favorable prospect ofa favora- 
ble upper and lower current for to-morrow. 
It probably will be understood by most of 
your readers that the reason for the delay is 
the lack of a current, either upper or a sur- 
face wind, toward the east. St. Louis for 
ninety-six hours has been in such a position, 
with a marked high area of pressure directly 
east, that all air currents have steadily, 
though not rapidly, moved toward the west. 

If the present conditions continue there is 
no reason why this high area should not grad- 
ually move off the Atlantic or lose its inten- 
sity. All calculations of the velocity of mo- 
tion of this high area or of its behavior are 
liable to be changed by other conditions taking 
place in British Columbia and Canada beyond 
our telegraph instruments. Since midnight 
another high area seems to have worked down 
from Canada or else the one spoken of Satur- 
day as well upon the Atlantic has backed.

CONTENTS OF THE BASKET. 

The basket will contain a variety of articles. 
There will be about 1,500 pounds of ballast, 
sand in bags. It willbe weighed into the bas- 
ket after the balloon is inflated, and after all 
other articles are placed in their si- 
tions. Itis necessary that the balloon shall 
be properly baianced or some accident might 
befall the navigators of the air before they had 
gotten clear of the city. Prof. Hazen will 
carry a number of delicately adjusted instru- 
ments, barometers, his sling psychom- 
eter and other devices for tellin the 
density and humidity of the air, the distance 
from the earth, etc. He will also take a device 
for making soap bubbles, which Alfred E. 
Moore, the aeronaut, will operate when his 
other employments donot engage him, that 
the course of the balloon may be known. Prof. 
Hazen has a theory for obtaining this informa- 
tion, though aeronauts and scientific ascen- 
sionists have said that above acertain height 
it was impossible to tell in which direction the 
balloon was trayeling.

Great bargains fer to-morrow af the 
GLOBE, 705 to 718 Franklin avenue, 


JUDGE BARCLAY DECIDES A CONTESTED 
CASE OF MORTUARY BENEFIT, 


Questions of Importance for Benevolent So- 


of the Rude Divorce Case—Opinions by 
Judge Valliant To-Day—Matters in Liti- 
gation. 


Judge Barclay to-day decided a case of some 
importance to members of benevolent so- 
cieties, The plaintiff, Mrs. Brill, sued ona 
certificate issued to her husband in his life- 
time for her benefit. The Grand Lodge 
A. O. U. W. asserted that the certificate was 
void for failure of the deceased to pay 
certain assessments, according to the rules of 
the order. Whena member enters an order 
and obtains a benefit certificate of the usual 
kind he becomes entitled to the rights of mem- 
bership until they are forfeited or 
ended as prescribed by the rules of 
the concern. Proceedings whereby a 
member’s privileges are sought to 
be forfeited are construed strictly and a fair 
and substantial compliance is required of the 
association with ail the material steps men- 
tioned by the rules as necessary to terminate 
his membership. 

Such proceedings are regarded as apal- 
ogous to those of tribunals. of 
special and limited jurisdiction and the 
facts justifying the forfeiture should 
affirmatively appear. The rules of this order 
provide thut the subordinate lodge shall make 
the assessments on the members and the Oourt 
of Appeals has held that it requires an affirma- 
ative act of the subordinate lodge ata meeting. 
The grand lodge in this case gave in evidence 
a variety of facts and circumstances 


tending to show that the subordinate lodge 
had substantially made the assessment by 
proving that the notices to the lodge from the 
Grand Recorder were received in open lodge 
meeting, and the substance was stated by the 
presiding officer who read to the lodge the 
part required to be read and then said that if 
there was no objection the matter would take 
the usual course. 

On the other hand the rules of the order re- 
quire the Recorder to keep accurate minutes 
of the proceedings of the lodge. It may be as- 
sumed that a lodge or similar body may take 
valid action on a particular matter 
by silent acquiescence or unanimous 
consent without a formal vote, 
if ‘the intent ef the body so to act in the 
premises may fairly de inferred from the cir- 
cumstances. Butthe absence of any memo- 
randum of any assessments by the lodge in the 
minutes of the meetings leads to the 
conclusion that the subordinate lodge 
and its officers did not intend 

consider the fact shown by the 
grand lodge as for an assessment by the 
subordinate lodge. The fact evidently was 
that the subordinate lodge regarded the Grand 
Recorder’s notice and call as an assessment 
and did not intend to act independently in the 
eo by way of making an assessment 
tself. This was an error in executing their 
rules which recluded a forfeiture for 
non-payment of such alleged assessments by 
the deceased members might properiy waive 
such calls voluntarily, 
but such as did not d so could not for that 
cause be lawfully suspended. Payment bya 
member of prior irreguiar assessments would 
— —— 6 his insistance afterwards on a 
valid assessment as preliminary to a forfeiture 
of his membership. 

The benefit certificate sued on was issued by 
the predecessor of the defendant, but under 
the evidence the lodge is cleariy answerable 
for any liability there may be underit. Judg- 
mentis entered for the plaintiff for $2,301.02 
and costs.

Judge Barclay heard to-day the evidence in 
the divorce case of Mrs. Elizabeth Rude, nee 
Shields, against John Rude, the ex-Council- 
man and builder.

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KILLED THE WRONG MAN. 


A Curious Murder Trial Progressing in the 
Criminal Court. 


This morning the task of selecting a jury to 
try Michael Gilmore for murder was com- 
menced in the Criminal Court.

A Smoke Ordinance—Counsellor Bell on the 
Sunday Law—Notes.

The House Committtee on Railroads will 
meet to-morrow at 10 a. m. The committee 
will consider the Forest Park cable bill and the 
Transfer bill.

The following 
gentlemen haye personally appeared in op- 
position to the Transfer bill and will be 
present atthe committee meeting to protest 
against the bill: George IIilke, 5000 N. Broad- 
way; Chas.

City Counselor Bell bas prepared an ordl- 
nance to abate the smoke nuisance, which 
will be introduced to-morrow night into the 
House of Delegates by Mr. Stone of the 
Twenty-eighth ward. The ordinance makes 
ita misdemeanor to permit the emission of 
dense smoke from any locomotive or chimney 
in the city. Private houses are exempted 
from the operation of the ordinance. 

Although some opposition will, of course, be 
made to the bill, Counselor Bell is of the opin- 
ion that it will pass. ‘‘The smoke nulsance is 
becoming a very serious one,’’ he said, and 
should be abated. It is for the good 
of the city to do 80 and follows 
naturally in the line of public sprinkling. 
They have such ordinances in Chicago and 
Cincinnati and there is every reason why we 
should have one here.’’ 

Counselor Bell said to-day, in speaking of 
the probable action of the Police Board on the 
Sunday law, that they would likely put 
the most liberal construction on the 
law possible. He had not vet been asked for a 
construction of it, but 
— he would be. 
opinion that the works of necessity’’ line 
should be very liberally construed, 
leaving open drug stores, roceries, 
barber shops, bath houses, onl allow- 
ing street cars, cabs and livery 
stables to operate. ‘‘Nothing should be done 
to work a hardship on the people,’’ Mr. Bull 
said. We are in a climate which 
makes a daily supply of many things 
a necessity, especially to the poorer classes 
who haye notthe means of preserving their 
food from the effects of the warm weather. In 
broad terms the law should be enforced to 
close the dram-shops. and places of amuse- 
ments and perhaps a few equally unnecessary 
enterprises.

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CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


CHARLES CLAFLIN ALLEN REPORTS 
AGAINST INCORPORATING THE SOCIETY. 


— 


Origin, Progress and Gist of the Faith—Rea- 
sons Why the Company Should Not Be 
Legalized—A Study of the Cure System 
Made by a Lawyer Willing to Learn. 


To-day Charles Claflin Allen amicus curiae 
filed in the Circuit Court his report on the 
petition of the Christian Scientists to be in- 
corporated. He recommends that the prayer of 
the petitioners be denied. This is the second 
report made on the matter. It isfull and com- 
plete and contains a considerable amount of 
information acceptable to those who have 
had their curiosity aroused by the 
stories of wonderful cures effected through 
the Christian Scientists. These cures 
however slight the physical change may be 
that makes of disease health, have created a 
great amount of stir, particularly in Kirkwooa 
and Benton, where the discjples of the faith 
have been most successful. Mr. Allen’s report 
is given below: 


In the matter ofthe Amended Petition of the 
St. Louis Institute of Christian Science in 
the Circuit Court, City of St. Louis, Mo. No 
8099, Room 11. 

The undersigned, reapppointed as Amicus 
to examine the amended Constitution 


filed in the above matter, respectfully reports 


as follows: In addition tothe objects stated 
in the constitution originally filed, the 
amended constitution provides for the estab- 
lishment of an Institute and Sanitarium for in- 
struction and healing, respectively. as out- 
lined in the former report of the Amicus 
Curiae. The constitution further provides: 

Articl IV. The tuition fees 3 to pupils 
in the school and the amounts paid by patients 
in the sanitarium shall be devoted, 
first, to the payment of the necessary and 
proper expenses of the said school and sani- 
tarium, including salaries of the professors 
and teachers in the school, and fees and wages 
to the professional and other attendants in the 
sanitarium; second, such receipts as are not 
needed for the above purposes shall be de- 
voted to the furtherance of the principles 
taught in the said school, insuch way as to the 
Board of Directors shall seem best,’ 

Article V. provides for a Board of Directors 
consisting of the President, rm gig | and 
Treasurer and such other members as the by- 
laws may provide, not exceeding thirteen. 

Under article VI. the petitioners are to hold 
the offices of President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer for the first year. 

It is respectfully submitted that, while the 
amended articles are not open to all the ob- 
jections for uncertainty applicable to the 
original form of constitution, there are still 
reasons militating against incorporation, as 
prayed, and hereinafter set forth. 

The founder ofthe sect of Christian Sei- 
entists issaid to be one Mrs. Mary Baker G. 
Eddy of Boston, Mass., who has established 
there the school referred toin the amended 
constitution, and of which part of the peti- 
tioners are graduates. Mrs. Eddy has also 
written a book entitled Science and Health, 
which the petitioners state is an exposi- 
tion of the principles upon which their 
system of ‘‘mind-healing’’ is based. This 
book contains among others the following 
statements: ‘‘Christian science draws its sup- 
port from the Bible, from the holy influence of 
truth in healing sickness an sin (page 
46). * * * The system Jesus taught rested 
upon the platform: ‘Go yeinto all the world. 
Healthe sick and preach the gospel to the 
pote. Love thv neighbor as thyseif.’ It was 

is theology that healed the sick and sinner; 
and it is his theology, in this book, that heals. 
the sick and causes the evil to forsake their 
ways and therighteoustorejoice. .* The 
sermon onthe mount is the essence of this 
Science,’’ (p. 47.) Again, Mrs. Eddy says 
(p. 16): Nothing hygienic can exceed the 
Lealing power of mind. By mind alone I have 
prevented disease, preserved and restored 
health, healed chronic as well as acute ail- 
ments in their severest forms, elongated short- 
ened limbs, relaxed rigid muscles, restored 
decaying bones to healthy conditions, brought 
back the lost substance of the lungs and 
caused them toresume their proper functions. 

* * * Christian Science explains all cause 
and effect as mental and not physical.’’ 

In fine, it is claimed by the Christian 
Scieutists that they have discovered the power 
of healing attributed to the early disciples of 
Jesus Christ. This is a broad claim, and one 
which, if true, marks Christian Science as a 
high type of philanthropy; if false, brands it 
as charlatanism. With the theology of 
Christian Science, whether it harmonize or 
antagonize accepted theological beliefs, the 
law hasnoconcern. Butif the purpose of the 
petitioners be the establishment of a religious 
corporation, the petition must be denied under 
section 8, article 2 of the Constitution of Mis- 
souri, which provides: That no religious 
corporation can be established in this State 
— such as may be created nndera general 
law for the purpose — of — the title to 
such real estate as may be prescribed by law 
— church edifices, parsonages and ceme- 
terles. 

Under the Constitution of the United States 
and of this State itis not the province of the 
court and its officers to prevent the promulga- 
tion of new ideas, new religions; provided 
their promulgation: be not contra bonos 
mores. It is the duty of the court merely to 
determine whether the purposes of the pro- 
posed incorporation come within the purview 
of article 10 of the Revised Statutes. 

Assuming that the petitioners have benevo- 
lent motives. are their methods also benevo- 
lent? According to the statements made b 
the petitioners to the Amicus Curiae, the teach 
for fees, and heal for fees, andt under the 
amended constitution the possible profits will 
be atthe disposal of the Board of Directors 
(that is, the petitioners), without limitations 
of any kind. If they possess the power of 
healing which they claim, or if the public 
should come to believe that they possess such 
power, the possible profits to the corporation 
are incalculable. And here the law steps in 
and prohibits (section 978) the incorporation of 
what is or may be an enterprise for pecunil- 
ary profit in any form. 

y way of analogy suppose three eminent 
physicians having the loftiest standard for 
their profession, anda philanthropic purpose 
to ameliorate the ills of humanity, and that 
there are such is well known to the court, to 
present a petition and constitution for an in- 
corporation similar to that on file in this 
cause, and seeking. corporate franchises to 
teach and practice their system of healing for 
the customary physician’s charges, and to 
control the profits among the incoyporators, 
would not this be deemed an incorporation for 
a business purpose?“ Would not their peti- 
tion be denied? 

It certainly would be so recommended if re- 
ferred to the Amicus Curiae in this cause. And 
so in the present instance. It is the privilege 
of the petitioners to practice their science of 
healing.and to charge adequate fees therefor, 
They may alsoincorporate. The laws of Mis- 
souri provide every facility for incorporation 
for business purposes. And it is suggested 
that the incorporation by the petitioners 
should be sought under 2 ot the 
stathtes other than article X. 

If, then, the matter is to be determined by 
the decisi of the Amicus Curiae, it is recom- 
mended to the Court that the prayer of the 
petition be denied. 

But asthe questions presented are new and 
have never been pissed upon by this court, 
itis again recommended that, if the court is 
not fully satisfied asto the facts and desires 
testimony regarding them, or wishes to hear 
argument as to the law, the matter be set 
down for hearing at such time and in such 
manner as the Court may deem best.

A CRAZE IN COFFEE. 


PRICES KNOCKS SEVERAL 
FIRMS UNDER. 


THE DROP IN 


Excitement on the New York Exchange— 
B. G. Arnold & Co. Fail—Two Other 
Failures—Causes of the Wrecks—The Ex- 
citement Not Yet Allayed. 


New YorK, June 18.—The opening of the 
Coffee Exchange this morning was the most 
excited in its history. In the limited space 
allowed for clerks and customers in the Ex- 
change at the junction of Pearl and 
Beaver streets, there was an excited 
throng anxious to reach the brokers with 
orders or receive from them the result of 
orders already made, while around the ring 


almost every broker outside of the bear clique 
had orders to sell. The buying orders to-day 
generally came from S. Gruner and Crossman & 
Co. These firms represented the clique which 
first started the boom in coffee about eighteen 
months ago, and caused it to advance from 
8 to 18 centsapound. At the latter figurea 
number of Rio Janeiro operatros, called the 
Brazilian party, who had been bears on the 
market all the way up to 18 cents, changed their 
position and became buyers and carried the 
price above 21 cents, which figure it crossed 
ubout two weeks ago. They are now said to 
be loaded havily, one house being reported to 
hold 600,000 bags for their account. The 
Gruner-Crossman party on the other hand 
who are buyers to-day, are credited with un- 
loading on the Brazilians around the highest 
figures. : 
B. G. ARNOLD & OO. FAIL. 
The failure of B. G. Arnold & Co., coffee

Wales is suffering from a coercion less 
cruel, perhaps, butin other respects not 
less odious than that which is impending 
over Ireland. The forcing of the dissent- 
ing Protestants of Wales to pay tithes for 
the support of the Church of England is 
attended with scenes of riot even more 
violent than those attending the evictions 
in Ireland, although the real distress 
caused by the process of distraining for 
tithes is by no means so heartrending. The 
difference between the coercive and 
the volunteer or home-rule methods of 
government is shown by contrasting the 
church wealth acquired by voluntary 
contributions in this country with the 
utter failure of the efforts to estab- 
lish the Church of England by means 
of tithes in Wales, Ireland and Scot- 
land. The prosperity and peace re- 
sulting from local self-government in this 
country are not more conspicuous by con- 
trast with the poverty, strife and disaffec- 
tion of Ireland than is the liberal support 
of churches in this country by contrast 
with the propagandist results of wringing 
tithes from dissenters to support a re- 
ligious establishment they repudiate. 
While the British Government is fighting 
mobs of Welch Methodists and selling 
their cattle to support the Protestant 
Episcopal religion, a call for money to 
build a Protestant Episcopal Cathedral in 
New York brings a contribution of $300,000

As Sunpay, June 19th, is the ninetieth 
day after the adjournment of the Legis- 
lature, Secretary MCGRaTH thinks the law 
repealing the act of 1857 will not be con- 
stitutionally in force till the 20th.

Nobody would now expect the dramshops 
to be closed on Sundays if it were 
not understood that an order had 
come from Jefferson City for the 
closing of the soda-fountains, the 
ice-cream parlors, the beer gardens, 
and other places where amusements and 
refreshments are provided for pay on Sun- 
day. To close these without making a 
pretence of closing the dramshops would 
not do, and so the Police Commissioners, 
in deciding to close the beer taps, will 
probably have to make some cases against 
the dramshops also. Butno matter how 
they decide, we all know that whisky Will 
be sold and drunk in this city on Sunday 
when not a glass of soda or mug of foam- 
ing lager can be had for money.

The western papers are worrying over Gould 
and his railroads again. The present story is 
that his purchase of the Little Rock, Missis- 
sippi & Texas and Little Rock & Fort Smith 
roads is a part of a scheme to extend his Mis- 
sour! Pacific system to the Mississippi below 
the ice line, and then, by means of a barge 
line to New Orleans and steamer lines to New 
York and Europe, to rob St. Louis and 
Chicago, particularly the former, of 
their importance as distributing paints 
for the produce of a considera- 
ble part of the West ‘and Southwest. Gould’s 
combinations have not been made by means 
of water lines, where any company that could 
build a few $50,000 steamships could compete 
with him. He has stuck pretty faithfully to 
railroads, where the big capital and the ability 
to control legislation has given him an ad- 
vantage. If he is going in for a water line 
from the West now, which. is unlikely, it is 
because he is satisfied that we are to have an 
era of railroad legislation which will deprive 
the big system of the disproportionate ad- 
vantage they have had over smaller railroad 
corporations. But it will be time to credit the 
story when he builds hie boats.

Inthe present state of parties in Con- 
gress, a thorough revision of the tariff is im- 
possible. It ought to be possible to agree up- 
on a compromise bill, abolishing the internal 
revenue tax on tobacco, lowering somewhat 
the dutyon the principal necessaries of the 
people and adding to the free listafewof the 
essentials of manufacture. There should be 
an extra session of Congress called for this 
purpose.

THE PEOPLE’S FORUM, 


Public School Retrenchment. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A few lines about the curtailing of expenses 
in the public schools. 

The papers stated the Board employs special 
supervisors of drawing and music at salaries 
araounting to fully $9,000 per year. Why could 
not instruction in these branches be left to the 
regular teachers? If it is not considered nec- 
essary to employ a specialist to supervise 


writing, why should it be so with drawing and 
music, which, as every one will concede, are 
not us important? 

Could not the time spent in drawing, one and 
ong half hours a week, be more profitably em- 
ployed in the study of arithmetic or geogra- 
phy? As the majority of children leave school 
at II or 12 years of ave, this point is certainly 
worthy of consideration. 

Now, one word with regard to principals of 
large schools, who supervise smaller schools. 
At the head of each small schoolisa teacher, 
in every way capable of managing it. This 
teacher is recognized by the patrons as the 
principal; cases of discipline are referred to 
him or her, and in all but name and salary 
he or she is the principal. 

This must be the case, as the supervising 
principal may be ata school a mile or more 
away. In one case atleast, the distance be- 
tween the schools is at leastthree miles. He 
is obliged to spend much of his valuable and 
well-paid time traveling back and forth. 
Then surely he is not so capable of 
judging of the merits or faithfulness 
of teachers as is one who sees their daily work 
and conduct, nor are his decisions with re- 
gard to pupils as acceptable to parents as 
those of one well known to them. Why 
then this great expense amounting to $4,500 
per annum? 

If we must retrench let us doso by abolish- 
ing all unneedful supervision and striking 
from the Course of Studies-all extras.rather 
than risking the efficiency of theschool, by 
adopting certain of the modes of retrenchment 
now under consideration.

EYE-WITNESSES RELATE EXPERIENCES AT 
THE OPERA COMIQUE FIRE.

Comedy and Tragedy combined in the Great 


Conflagration—Harrowing Scenes Mixed 
Up With Ludicrous Incidents—Paris Gen- 
erosity as Exemplified in the Catastrophe 


—That Demonstration“ for Gen. Bou- 


langer—Lucy Hooper’s Paris Letter. 


Special Correspondence ot the Post-D1sPaTcH. 
PARIS, June 1.—We are still under the bale- 
ful fascination of the catastrophe of the Op- 
era Comique. Wherever one goes the ghastly 
disaster forms the prominent topic of conver- 
sation. In addition to the details so profusely 
given in the daily papers, everybody has a 
series of curious incidents to relate. Among 
these is the experience of a young Swedish 
physician, who, with his wife, was present on 
They escaped uninjured, 
as soon as the doctor had taken 
his wife home he returned to the 
scene of the conflagration in order 
to do what he could toward alleviating the 
sufferings of the wounded, Since that time he 
has been busily employed for several hours 
each day in his charitable work. He says that 
he saw among the corpses first removed from 
the ruins that of a young and beautiful girl, 
who appeared to be wholly uninjured. No 
falling beams or stones had struck her, there 
was no trace of fire on her garments, and no 
signs of asphyxia were visible. With 
out a post-mortem examination, con- 
tinued the doctor, it would be 
impossible for me to tell what had killed her, 
bat my own impression is that she literally 
died of fright. She was possibly suffering 


and 


from some undeveloped form of heart disease 


which the shock had called into sudden and 
fatal action.’’ Among thescorched and black- 
ened and horribly mutilated forms of her fel- 
low-victims, this fair child lay in unmarred 
and peaceful beauty, a more pathetic 
sight even than was afforded by the 
more dreadful images of sudden death 
by which she was surrounded. An- 
other painful case was that of a young 
Frenchman who bad gone to the Opera Com- 
ique with his wife, and who finding the heat 
oppressive, had gone out to smoke @ cigar, on

THE FIRE HAD BURST OUT 
and his wife perished in the flames. He asked 
an American friend to ge with him the next 
day to try to identify her body. His triend 
consented, and the corpse of the poor 
wife was readily discovered 
recognized by the bereaved 
husband, who, throughout the whole 
trying scene, had conducted himself with sur- 
prising coolness and calipness: But on his 
way home his reason suddenly gave way, 
flying at his American companion he cjutched 
him by the throat and tried to strangle bim. 
He was éasily overcome by the 
strength of his friend, and is now under the 
care of Dr. Blanche, araving maniac. A very 
curious experience was that of an American 


gentleman who had acted as escort to there 


ladies. Ihe party occupied the very last seats 
in the balcony, those closest to the stage. 
When they made their way into the lobby 
they found it packed with a shrieking, strug- 
gling, frantic crowd, all rushing toward the 
side staircases. Mr. X. then directed his way 
teward one of the windows, intending to 
breuk it and to lower the ladies from it, or to 
escape by means of a ladder, On his way he 
passed the grand staircase leading from the 
liret tier of xes and from the balcony séuts 
to the great main entrance.

Death of the Last of the Pioneer Abolition. 
ist Band. 


Nxw Tonk, June 13.—A Boston special says: 
The Hon. James N. Buffum, one of the last of 
the band of abolitionists led by Garrison and 
Phillips, died at his home in Lynn last evening 
atlo’clock. Mr. Buffum had been gradually 
failing for several months, and his death was 
known to be not far in the future 
when he celebrated his soth birthday 
a few weeks ago. He had been uncomsci- 


ous for forty-eight bours revious to his 
death, and passed away without suffering. 
Only his family were present. The anti- 
slavery cause early enlisted Mr. Buffum’s 
sympathy and active co-operation. He made 
the acquaintance of William Loyd’ Garrison in 
in 1831, whose lifelong friendship and esteem 
he retained. The Liberator dates its existence 
from thut year, and Mr. Buffum was a sub- 
scriber and constant reader during its con- 
tinuance of thirty years. When Fred Doug! 
was dragged out of a car on the Eastern railroa 
because of his color Mr. Buffum heroically 
fought the mob. He and Douglass went to 
England in 185 to protest against the Free 
Church of Scotland keeping the money con- 
tributed to it by the slave-holders of America. 
The two champions co-operated with Henry C, 
Wright and George Thompson, and held anti- 
slavery meetings in Scotland. During that

Twe Keepers of Ward’s Island Insane

~ FAMOUS WAR RELICS. 


MILITARY SERVICE INSTITUTION, 


. opens 4 
A Visit to the Museum at Governor’s Island— 
A Tattered Flag of the Wilderness Cam- 
paign—Sheridan’s Charger, Rienzi—Some 
Souvenirs of the Mexican War and of 
Custer’s Last Fight. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Drsraren 
New York, June 18.—*‘This group of Union 
and Confederate flags symbolizes the new 
brotherhood between the North and South,’’ 
said Gen. Rodenbough, Secretary of the Mili- 
tary Service Institution, as he pointed to tro- 


phies of battle-flags arranged on either side of 
a portrait of Gen. Grant. Under Gen. Roden- 
bough’s guidance I had reached the second 
floor of a building on Governor’s Island, which 
has been set apart for the military museum 


Among the trophies are several of great in- 
terest. Oneis the battle-flag of the Second 
Corps, which, according to Gen. Hancock, was 
his headquarters’ flag and was carried at the 
head of the corps during the Wilderness cam- 


became so tattered that it was necessary to 
procure a new flag. It was borne in battle for 
the last time In the assault made on the Con- 
federate works in Spottsylvania May 12, 1864. 
A white napkin, 15x20, was the first flag of 
truce pending at Cumberland Gap. The object 
of the greatest interestis the stuffed remains 
Sheridan's horse, 
THE FAMOUS CHARGER RIENZI, 

or Winchester, as he wasrechristianed when 
he carried Sheridan onthe famous ride from 
Winchester twenty miles away to Cedar 
Creek. The remains were presented to the 
museum by Gen. Sheridan with a memoran- 
dum from which it appears that the horse was 
of Black Hawk blood and was foaled at or 
near Grand Rapids, Mich.; inthe fall of 1859. 
While the Second Michigan Cavalry was 
stationed at Rienzi, Miss.,in June, 1862, the 
officers of the regiment presented the horse 
to Sheridan, who was then their colonel. He 
rode this charger in nearly all the engage- 
ments in which he took part, from Chaplin 
Hills, October 8, 1862, to Appomattox Court 
House, April 9, 1865. 

The relics of this museum are by no means 
confined to souvenirs of the civil war. Many 
of them relate to the Mexican war and Indian 
wars. Among those of the Mexican war isa 
gun of the so-called Evangelist battery. This 
gun is named ‘‘San Luca,’’ the other three 
guns of the battery having been respectfully 
called“ San Mateo, San Marco’’ and San 
Juan. The Evangelist battery was sent out 
to preach the gospel of war, but it was si- 
lenced by the argumentum ad hominen of the 


United States troops in one of the battles of 
the Mexican war. That war developed a 
Custer in Col. May of the Second Dra- 
goons. Col. May was, however, so dashing an 
officer that it would not be amiss to call Cus- 
ter the May of the civil war. 

ONE OF THE MOST BRILLIANT EXPLOITS 
was the charge he led at Resaca de la Palma, 
when he captured a Mexican battery and the 
Medical General, La Vega, whose camp-bed 
and spurs are inthe museum. In the library 
of the institution the portraits of the ‘‘Two 
Custers“ hang together. 

There are several important mementoes of 
Custer’s last charge, among them an excellent 
likeness of the horse Comanche, the 
sole survivor of the Custer massacre. 
The horse was tie charger of Col. 
Keogh, -who fell with Custer. He was 
found, with seven bullet- wounds, lying 
beside his master. Comanche has been 
adopted by the Seventh Cavalry and exempted 
from ali labor, in accordance with an order of 
Brevet-Maj.-Gen. Sturgis, issued at Fort A, 
Linceln, Dak., April 10, 1879. On all occasions 
of ceremony Comanche, saddied, bridied, 
draped in mourning, and led by a mounted 
trooper of Company L, is paraded with the 
Regiment. The old, mementoes of the mas- 
sacre, are in the Wheeler Indian col- 
lection. Among these is a Seventh Cav- 
alry guidon which was recaptured from the 
Indians in the fight at Bates Creek, Wy., 
by First-Sergeant Turpin, Troop L, Fiftieth 
Cavalry. Turpin aiso recaptured in the same 
fight the roster-book of First-Sergeant Brown, 
who fell in the Custer massacre. After Brown's 
roster came the biography of the Indian from 
whom it was recaptured. Another guidon lost 
in the massacre was recaptured atSlim Buttes. 

IN THE LIBRARY 

is a sketch ofa child's head made by the now 
famous artist Whistler while a cadet at West 
Point in 1852 and presented by him to Col. 
Landon. Among isolated relics in the museum 
is a card-tabie, portions of which show marks 
oftumblers of hot beverage. This table was 
presented by Washington to Judge Lerrien, at 
whose house at Kocky Hill, N. J., Washington 
wrote his farewell address to his army. 

A pack of Indian playing cards were cap- 
tured by Al Silber, Captain of a company of 
Indian scouts serving in Arizona, who sur- 
prised, shot and killed some Indians while 
they were playing a game of monte. There tis 
also the flag made by Mrs. Greely for her 
husband's arctic expedition and unfurled by 
Lieut. Lockwood at the nearest point to the 
North Poie reached by man, and a part of a 
shoe upper issued as a ration at Camp Sabine. 

There are also relics of the revelution, the 
war of 1812, and the Seminole war, besides tne 
souvenirs already mentioned. it will be seen 
that the collection embraces mementoes ot en- 
gagements in various parts of the world in 
which the United States army and navy have 
distinguished themselves. he museum ap- 
peals strongly to the patriotism of every 
American citizen. Its officers, besides Gen.

THE SUNDAY LAW. 


Reason for Its Going Into Effect June 20 
Instead of the 19th. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspatcn. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 18.—Secretary of 
State McGrath, while he entertains the opin- 
ion that the acts cf the last Legislature go into 
effect on the 19th day of June, which is next 
Sunday, believes that it admits of gufficient 
doubt to piace the time onthe 20th. In the 
construction of statutes as to time he says the 


almost invariable rule is to exviude the first 
day and include the last. This, as well as 
other States, have gone farther, by exclud- 
ing the last if it be a Sunday. The 
last, or ninetieth day after the . 
journment of the last Legislat 

falls this year on Sunday, and in a reference 
made by him to the fact on the flyleaf of the 
published volume of the session acts, has sug- 
ested thatthe laws passed by the last Legis- 
ature go into effect on June 19, it being the 
nintieth day. This is generally accepted as 
correct. The words of the Constitution on 
the subject are: No law passed by the Gen- 
eral . except the general aporopria- 
tion act, shall take effect or go into force until 
ninety — after the adjournment of the ses- 
sion at which it was enacted.’’ He says it 


by these words, which have not hitherto re- 
ceived any judicial interpretation that ninety 
full days should expire before the laws were 
operative or effective. Ihave always entertained 
the opinion that the laws went into effect on 
the ninetieth day, and when the question came 
up for the first time in 1877 this conclusion was 
Shared in by the then Attorney-General, Smith. 
But taking the law on the interpretation of the 
statutes and the ambiguity of the Constitution 
together, and applying them to matters 
inyolving the ‘‘nieeities’’ and ‘‘intricacies’’ 
of the law, as well as material questions of 
fact, the most reasonable construction would 
be in such cases that the laws wo into effect 
this year only after the ninetieth day, which 
will be Monday, June 2. This is the 
second time since the adoption of the 
preven’ Constitution in which the ninetieth 
ay fell on Sunday.’’ Hence he says that the 
law repealing the St. Louis Sunday law of 1857 
does not go into effect until Monday, June 20,

AT THE MORGUE. 


WHERE JIMMY RYAN PROPOSED TO KISS 
HATTIE GEARY THIS MORNING. 


A Hackman Makes a Murderous Assault on 
a Woman in a Carriage Early This Morn- | 
ing—Her Life Saved by Her Bustle — 
Dangerously Injured, However — The 
Would-Be Murderer’s Statement. 


Jimmy Ryan, a hack-driver, is inthe hold- 
over at the Four Courts awaiting the results of 
the injuries of Hattie Geary, a woman of the 
town, whom he shot at 12:30 this morning. 
Ryan drives for Peter Masterson of Fourteenth 
and Gratiot streets, having charge of hack 7 
at the Court-house stand. He is only 22 years 
of age, and previous to this trouble 
his reputation for peace and quiet ap- 
pears to have been very good. Hat- 
tie Geary is an inmate of a house kept 
on South Sixth street by Mollie Barnum, or 
„Irish Moll,’’ as she is better known. About 
five years ago the Geary woman came bere 
from Chillicothe, Mo., where her parents are 
said to reside, and she has been leading a life 
of shame ever since. Her intimacy with Ryan 
is of about two years’ standing; and,according 
to her statements,she has been tryingjto break 
it off for the past couple of months, but he has 
been unwilling to let her do so. A short 
time ago he cut her, she claims, 
when she threatened to quit him. 
Last night Ryan secured Barney 
Reel to drive his hack and 
about8o’clock had Reel take him down to 
Mollie Barnum’s house. There he got Hattie 
Geary and Maggie Reed, alias Dorun, whom 
she induced to accompany her. They. were 
driving about the city and through North St. 
Louis, making frequent stops for drinks. 
About 12:30 this morning they returned down 
town, and Maggie Doran got out of the hack 
on Sixth, between Chestnut and Pine streets. 
They then drove around on Pine street, and 
just after turning the corner and starting 
west 

THREE PISTOL REPORTS 
were heard in rapid succession. Ryan, it ap- 
ears, wanted the woman to go out to the 

Vest End with him. She refused, and when 
he proposed kissing her he met with another 
refusal. 

Then I'll kiss you at the Morgue to-mor- 
row, he said, and drawing a revolver fired at 
her. The pont posses clean through her left 
breast, and she attered a scream. Ryan 
quickly fired again, this time missing her alto- 
8 although the shot went s close that 

er leftarm was badly powder-burned. With- 
out heeding her cries, he fired a third time. 
This buliet struck her in the left side, imbed- 
ding itself in the skinunderthelowerrib. He- 
fore atriking her it hit one of the wires of her 
bustle, which defeated the course of the 
ball, which otherwise would have entered the 
abdomen and caused death. Her bustle saved 
her life. The wire struck by the bullet was 
driven into the skin, and it was with some 
d fiiculty that Dr. Priest succeeded in cutting 
itout when she arrived at the Dispensary. 
Both builets, which were 44-caliber, were also 
extracted by him before the woman was taken 
to Mollie Barnum's house, where she now is. 

Before anybody could investigate the short- 
ing, Ryan left the hack and gotacab at Sixth 
and Chestnut streets and was driven home. At 
2:30 In the morning he was arrested by Officer 
Turley inthe rear of 1544 Gratiot street and 
locked up at the Four Courts. He did not ap- 

eur to be much intoxicated, but denied all 

nowledge of the shooting, saying he was 
‘*‘crazy drunk’’ when he did it and recollected 
nothing of it. 
HIS STATEMENT. 

This morning he made the same statement 
to a PosT-DISPATCH representative. He ad- 
mitted the woman had threatened to quit him, 
but said she merely made these threats when 
they qurareled. Last night they had no words 
so far as he knew, but he was too drunk to re- 
member what occurred. He did not even know 
what kind of a weapon he used. Ryan denied 
having ever stabbed her, and is now feeling 
rather bad over what he alleges to have been a 
drunken freak. 

The wounded woman appeared to be resting 
easy this morning and strong hopes of her 
recpvery are entertained. She is a con- 
sumptive and extremely delicate, which, of 
course, greatly lessens her chances.

PASQUALE’S CREMATION. 


Peculiar Ceremonies Over the Body of a 
Famous Indian Chief. 


From the Arizona Sentinel. 

Pasquale, the famous veteran chief of 
the Lumas, died on the night of the 9th 
inst. It is supposed he was at least 100 
years old at his death. The Surgeon-Gen- 
eral’s report of 1876 claimed that he was 
then over 83. His illness was lingering. 
but severe, superinduced by anxiety for 
the welfare of his people during the recent 
measles epidemic, which swept away over 
one hundred of his relatives and subjects. 
Pasquale was a remarkable man, particu- 
larly noted for his intelligence, courage 
and physical strength. In these respects 
he ranked far above Cochise, Nana, Gero- 
nimo and other chiefs of Arizona tribes. 

But little of his history can be learned 
here. Gen. Heintzleman made him chief 
in 1851 when he established Fort Yuma. 
With the exception of some difficulties 
with the white between the — pa 1852 ana 
1856 Pasquale has been friendly and peace- 
able. He was a just and fair-minded In- 
dian himself, and often enforced discipline 
and obedience upon refractory members 
of his tribe by ‘‘snake-tailing,’’ or the 
free use of the hickory. He was never 
known to drink nor steal, and thelash was 
the inevitable penalty for those violating 
his example. For the first violation, 
seven lashes were applied, for the second, 
fourteen lashes; for the third, twenty- 
one, and increasing thus for each repeat- 
ed violation until the Indian was either 
reformed or whipped to death. 

For weeks, wan and emaciated, a mere 
living skeleton, he lay upon his rude bed, 
surrounded night and day by squaws who 
kept up, an incessant wailing that was 
weird and unearthly in theextreme, The 
end came on the night of the 9th. Dur- 
ing the remainder of the night the older 
Indians completed preparations for his 
cremation, most of which had been made 
days before. The younger bucks carried 
the firewood and caught the horses that 
were to be slaughtered to acpompany the 
chief to his future home. 

Bright and early Tuesday morning 
many ladies and gentlemen from Yuma 
repaired to the Indian village to witness 
the curious and barbaric cremation cere- 
monies. The village, situated directly 
west of the hills upon which the fort is 
built, on the California shore of the Colo- 
rado, is in the midst of a flat covered with 
willow, mesquite and cottonwood trees, 
which grow abundantly. Among these 
the rude huts, or wickiup of the Indians 
are scattered. 

The entire tribe had been notified, and 
several hundred Yumas assembled about 
the funeral pile. This was formed by dig- 
ging a V-shaped hole seven feet long by 
three feet wide. Along its sides large 
sticks of dry wood were placed upright. 
Between theese sticks a bed of dry twigs 
and brush was heaped, and upon this the 
body, well swathed in a sheet, was placed. 
Then came dry wood; next a thick can- 
vas covering, and upon this logs 
were piled until the pyre reached 
seven in height. Then the world- 
ly possessions of the old chief. 
comprising an old-fashioned trunk, quilts, 
blankets, knives, bows and arrows, calico, 


a gun, and a variety of other things. Two 


fine young horses, gaily rigged in bright- 
colored trappings, were brought to the 
pile, alongside of which their graves had 
been dug. Just before applying the torch 
the poor brutes were knocked on the head 
with axes, disembowelled thrown into 
their graves, and, as the last shovel of 
dirt fell upon them, thetorch was applied, 
and the dense smoke and flames rose 
heavenward, leaving but a heap of 
smouldering ashes to represent all that 
was earthly of Pasquale. 

During the ceremony the bucks and 
squaws grouped about the funeral pile. 
kept upa solemn, heartrending cryin 
and wailing, the anguish and sorrow o 
which could not have been more intensely 
expressed by the highest type of civiliza- 
tion. Several young boys holding bows 
and arrows, with fancifully designed 
headgear of red flannel and feathers, as- 
sisted actively. Many Indians threw their 
most valuable possessions into the flames. 
A buck his watch, squaws their orna- 
ments and calico, and children and men 
their weapons. The older squaws were, 
in most cases, nearly nude, as were many 
of the older men. The entire scene was 
extraordinary and impressive. 

The older Indians generally led the cere- 
monies. Several tearful speeches were 
made, which, though unintelligible to the 
whites, invariably ended with the . 
„Pasquale! Pasquale!’’ This, with the 
cremations of the Yumas recently dyin 
of the measles, has practically bankru 
the tribe. It is feared that papers of 
great historical interest belonging to Pas- 
quale, and received concern him at 
various times during his long and varied 
career, have been destroyed with his

JUDGE RITTENHOUSE ON LOVE. 


His Remarkable Decision in a Divorce Case 
in W hich Pugilist Mitchell Was Interested. 
From the Denver Tribune. 


The suit of Andrew Meldrum against 
Mary Meldrum was brought for the re- 
conveyance of property which Meldrnm 
had given to his wife before they were 
divorced. Mary Meldrum was formerly 
Mary, or Polly, Bond, as she was called, a 
bright, intelligent girl who resided on her 
father’s, Joseph Bond’s, ranch at Delta. 

en Ma was only 15 years old her 
parents, who were Englis eople, re- 
ceived and entertained at the ranch 
Charley Mitchell, the famous English 
prize-fighter, who seemed to ke 
such a fancy Mary as a man 
often takes to a child, and always 
addressed her as my little girl. When 
Mitchell left for England he asked Mr. 
Bond if Mary might correspond with him. 
Mr. Bond, who liked Mitchell very muen, 
assented to this, and Mitchell and Polly, 
ashe called her, engaged in a friendly 
correspondence for some weeks, when 
Polly took girlish offense at something, 
and the 22 was abruptly 
brought toan end. 

Then came Andrew Meldrum, a miner 
from the San Juan, and made violent love 
to little Polly, who, it is said, promised at 
length to become his wife, at the earnest 
solicitations of her parents. When Mel- 
drum was married he had just sold his in- 
terest in the Yankee Girl mine fer a hand- 
some sum, and prospects were good for 
his disposing of his stock in the Guston at 
even a better figure. So he took little 
Polly East, promised her a diamond neck- 
lace which she took a fancy to in Pitts- 
burg, and otherwise conducted himself in 
a way indicative of a man whois 8 
by the rosy little god Cupid. hen the 
twain returned to Colorado Meldrum de- 
sired Polly to buy herself a handsome 
house somewhere, as most of his time was 
spent at the mines and he desired his 
wife to have luxurious surroundings. 

Suddenly Polly gotan idea of locating 
in California. She went there, and acci- 
dentally met Charley Mitchell in that 
State. She also met her friend, Nettie 
Goldsmith, formerly of Leadville, there, 
and the two planned - a girlish escapade by 
which Polly put aside her wedding-ring 
and masqueraded to Mitchell as Polly 
Bond. Later Polly decided that she did 
not want to live in California, and when 
she came home to Delta she confessed to 
Meldrum the joke she had played upon 
Mitchell, begging his pardon for the same. 

From that time on Meldrum, it is said, 
grew absurdedly jealous, and never lost 
an opportunity of taunting Polly with her 
regard for Mitchell. This final 80 ex- 
asperated his wife that she applied fora 
divorce. Meldrum agreed upon such a 
separation, and in that conversation Mary 
claims that she agreed to reconvey to him 
the Delta property, which he had given 
her soon after their marriage. In the 
meantime she went away, and Meldrum 
got the divorce himself. Mrs. Meldrum 
Claims that she fully intended carrying 
out her part of the contract, but that in 
her absence Meldrum filed a cross bill for 
the reconveyance of this property. She 
would have preferred to keep the Capitol 
Hill property and to have reconveyed to 
him the ranch at Delta. Meldrum claims 
that 3 had been too intimate with 
Mitchell before she got her divorce, and 
that for that reason he desired to get his 
property back from her, claiming that she 

ad deceived him to obtain it. 

Polly claims that her friendship for 
Mitchell was always of the most ordinary 
kind, and that when she saw him again 
on her return from California it was at 
the Tabor Opera House, where Meldrum 
had taken herto see a minstrel troupe 
with whom Mitchell was posing as 0 
dying gladiator and similar characters. 

The opinion of the court is as follows: 

„These parties, the plaintiff and de- 
fendant, were married on December 3, I 
believe, 1884, after the usual season of 
courtship, and on October 3, 1886, that 
being the birthday of defendant,’ this 
first conveyance in controversy was made 
andafew months thereafter the secon 
conveyance, that being, I think, the 16th 
day of February, 1886; and this suitis 
brought to set aside both these convey- 
ances upon the ground of their being 
obtained by fraud of the defendant on the 
plaintiff, they being 3 without 
what is known in law as reliable consider- 
ation, but a ‘good’ consideration if no 
fraud exists. 

The Court is satisfied from the evi- 
dence that at the time of his marriage, 
and before and afterwards, the plaintiff 
was deeply in love with the defendant to 
that extent which with meu is infatuation 
almost; and the Court is further satisfied 
that at the time, and before and after- 
wards, the defendant did not at any time 
love the plaintiff, and that in one sense of 
the word the marriage on her part was 
for a mercenary motive; that is, in one 
sense she married him for his money. 

Where a woman thus marries a Man 


for his money—and I mean by that, he 


being rich, wealthy, prosperous, will fur- 
nish her — home, and she will play 
upon him to have him expend money 
for her in their home and surround her 
with luxury and comfort, although she 
has no affection for him, but if she in- 
tends to remain his wife and to spend her 
life with him the Court cannot say that 
that is fraud, because it is appaaent to 
the Court that many of the marriages in 
this age and time are just like that. So, 
if people, although they have that mer- 
cenary idea, remain pure, and their con- 
duct is unexceptionable, no court will set 
asideaconveyance from the husband to the 
wife because the wife does not love her 
husband or because the husband does not 
love the wife. Courts of equity cannot 
measure this mysterious thing called love 
and affection—can’t determine where the 
standard is that will support or defeat a 
conveyance. It is beyond the domains of 
the courts of law orequity. Sothat so 
long as this defendant intended and pur- 
posed to continue tobethe wifeof the 
plaintiff and to live with him at his home 
or her house, and to make her conduct to 
him and the world thatof a respectable 
wife, the Court can find no fault with her, 
although it beheves there wasan entire 
absence of affection on ber part. 

It appears to the Court that she mar- 
ried him without love, believing that he 
was wealthy and would furnish her a 
good home, surround her with comfort 
and luxury, and that her purpose was to 
make the best of it, although it was bar- 
ren to her heart, and that condition and 
frame of mind continued up to and at the 
time of this first conveyance, and that the 
first conveyance made on the 3d day of 
October, 1 asa birthday present, was 
a voluntary deed of gift by this man in 
vonsideration of love and affection, or 
rather moved by love and affection 
toward his wife, and the present being 
made at her solicitation.

‘Ceremonies Yesterday at Cypress Hill Ceme- 
tery—Hon. Chauncey M. Depew Delivers 
an Eloquent Address—His Tribute to the 
Workers of the Press—The Event Cele- 
brated by Interesting Exercises.

NEw Tonk, June 18.—A granite monument, 
tall and stately, erected by the New York Press 
Club-on the press burial plot in Cypress Hill 
was dedicated yesterday with impressive cere- 
mony. Chauncey M. Depew was the orator of 
the day, the Rev. T. Dewitt Talmage delivered 
an eloquent address, and the Amphion Chorus 
of Brooklyn sang sweet songs. The surrouhd- 
ings of the granite staff are picturesque in 
the extreme. Itrises from the summit ofa 
wooded hill and from its base may be had 
glimpses of charming landscape. On the base 
ofthe monument facing the north is the 
inscription, ‘‘Erected by the New York Press 
Club. There are two graves beneath its shad- 
ow; onthe one hand that of John B. Wood, 
reverently remembered as ‘‘Dr.’’ Wood; and 
on the other, that of Charles H. Pulman, the 
Press Club’s fourth president. Scattered 
about the burial plot are the graves of eleven 
other journalists, each marked bya separate 
headstone. Among those who were seated on 
the platform were Col. John A. Cockerill and 
wife. Acrowdof 2,000, including many jour- 
nalists of the city, was gathered about the 
grand stand. The Amphion Chorus opened the 
services by singing Fleming's Integer Vite, 
and the Rev. Dr. Worrall offered a prayer ask- 
ing the Almighty’s blessing on ‘‘those who 
form public opinion and direct the press of the 
land,’’ and petitioning that they might be 
‘earnest, true and faithful as they are power- 
ful and intelligent. Wm. M. Penny, Chair- 
manof the Cemetery Committee, presented 
the monument to President Greene on behalf 
ot the club and he formally accepted it. Then 
there was more singing by the chorus and 
Joseph Howard, Jr., delivered a brief address. 
He paid a tribute tothe toilers whose dust lay 
inthe beautiful plot before him, and urged 
upon the newspaper workers present the im- 
portance of not waiting until death claimed 
the brother to express the sympathy due to 
every earnest, worthy member of the guild.

It re- 
dounds to the honor of journalism that the 
fund largely came from the efforts of one of its 
working members, whose talents and versatil- 
ity are so widely appreciated. This cemetery 
is full of memorials to the departed, telling 
their varied stories of family bereavement. 
But none of them will have so wide and 
deep significance as this shaft. From 
each mournful visit, as the survivors leave 
they will bear with them a broader 


charity for and a healthier kinship to each 
other. It is the mission of this club to over- 
come the necessary resentments which arise 
from the controversies and antagonisms of 
the profession, and to promote harmony and 
good feeling among its members. The re- 
portorial corps—who doesn’t know them?—no 
one better than myself—has furnished the 
most powerful influence of modern thought. 
From it have come notonly the editors but the 
contributors to our literature whose names are 
immortal. In glorious battles for the 
liberty of our press, it has pro- 
moted the freedom of mankind, but 
in no work does the struggling beginner or the 
aged veteran stand more in need of the sym- 
pathy and strength of a club or society organ- 
ized and equipped for mutuai good. The sol- 
dier is inspired with the hope of promotion, 
the dream of glory, and he becomes a hero iu 
the maddening processions of the battle. But 
the reporter, with no incentive but duty, 
shares the warriors’ dangers and exposures, 
not in the thickest of the fray and the fortunes 
of the fight, but while the camp is asleep rides 
many weary miles through a . hostile 
country to send to his paper the 
first account of the carnage and the 
victory in a message which electrifies the 
nation and bears no signature. I wished at 
one time to find the author of a report in one 
of your dailies. I discovered that he had been 
a galiant officer in the civil war and was mus- 
tered out at its close covered with honorable 
scars and bearing with him a noble record. 
He took up once more the occupation of his 
early manhood and his graphic pen made 
picturesque the columns of his paper. A few 
nights before my inguiry he was reporting a 
great fire. 
MANY LIVES WERE IN DANGER. 
Where no others dared go he fearlessly ven- 
tured and fell a sacrifice to his courage and 
humanity. Three lines of cold narration was 
the sum of his earthly fame, but if then he 
could have had tender care and burial at the 
hands of his brethren, that gallant soul would 
have been spared its bitterest pang and in bis 
memorial services the world would have 
learned what it had lost and sacredly treas- 
ured his story. The great liners plowgh the 
seas, their departure and arrival, their speed, 
their passengers, heralded around the world 
and enlisting the eager interest of two hemli- 
spheres. An accident to one ofthem is a 
calamity which stirs millions of people in 
many countries. An ocean tramp steamer 
freizhted with lives as precious, goes to the 
bottom and the memory of her is lost as 
quickly. as the waters reunite over the spot 
where she sank. The men of brilliant success 
among the brain workers are the darlings of 
fortune and the idols of the hour, but the 
great mass of those whose minds are their 
only capital, ee and tools, struggle 
against every element of discouragement. The 
newspaper is the most important factor in our 
social and public life. Through it all nations 
and races by their deeds and opinions daily 
actand react on each otherinthe approach to 
substantial unity inthe aims and liberties of 
ali people of the globe. The reader has no 
en for nor interest in the great army 
which makes up this library of information, 
discussion and imperious direction as to the 
character and official ‘acts of public 
officers and the duties of private 
citizens. The journal is to him an 
impersonal expression of popular feeling, 
which sways his judgment, but he rarely rec- 
ognizes the man behind it. But here all strifes 
are forgotten and all enmities healed. Whether 
critics or criticised, Governors or governed, 
we are in the presence of death, of one family 
and kindred, with equal acts and a common 
end. 
FROM THIS SPOT WILL FLOW 

the tender and beneficial influences by which 
thee voices of these who have gone before 
come to us from the spirit land with 
their 1 of hope and rest, of 
charity, loyalty and good-fellowship.

The Missile From the Skies Drops Near St. 
Joseph, Ind. 


CuicaGco, III., June 13. —An Inter Ocean 
special from Evansville, Ind., says: An aero- 
lite of vast dimensions fell yesterday morning 
near St. Joseph, about ten miles from this 
city, and about three miles from the nearest 
railway station. The residents of this locality 
were startled by a sharp, quick sound, 
simultaneous with a severe jarring of the 
earth. It was at first thought to 
be an earthquake, but a farmer soon brought 
the intelligence that some great projectile had 
burst through space and imbedded itself in the 
—.— in the woods nearby. The aerolite in 

alling came in contact with a huge oak, which 
itdenuded of its branches as completely as 
though it had been struck by a hurricane. 
Passing downward ina slightly slanting course 
it buried itself in the earth to the 
depth of at least fifteen to eighteen 
feet. The sandy sides of the hole made 
by the meteoric stone had caved in 
upon it, leaving it buried far beyond sight. 
Several fragments of the stone lay scattered 
about, and not only these, but the whole at- 
mosphere about the place was impregnated 
with the smell of sulphur. The meteoric frag- 
ments were ofa dull grayish and dark color, 
indicating a combination of obsidian, tractile 
and pumice. They will be brought to this city 
and sent to the smithsonian Institute. The 
depth to which the aerolite had imbedded 
itself will involve a vast amount of labor to 
bring it to light, but this will, no doubt, be done 
not only for scientific purposes, but to satisfy 
the curiosity-of the multitudes who will visit 
the place during the next few days. From 
the great orifice made by the stone, and the 
depth to which it has gone, it is estimated that 
it cannot weigh less than two tons. The cir- 
cumstance has occasioned great excitement.
